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Home Financing the Big Problem 
A Solution Proposed 


Editor AMERICAN BUILDER: St. Louis, Mo. 

the home builder, like any other merchant, is at all 
times confronted with. the problem of financing his 
sales. The report of the letter from the Ohio builder 
published in the January issue of the AMERICAN BUILDER 
presents very forcibly the problem confronting the builder, 
financier, and buyer. From experience with home financ- 
ing, I have found that it works to the advantage of all 
concerned to divide the financing into two steps. At the 
time of purchase, short term financing, and after the 
owner’s equity has been increased, convert same into long 
term. 

Mr. Brandt’s “Certified Plan,” outlined in the December 
issue, should be the goal for Home Buyer’s original financ- 
ing. At present this idea may be more readily accepted 
in some localities by placing such financing on a four year 
basis and at the end of four years transfer the balance due 
to a Building and Loan loan. With such an arrangement, 
the original financing of the property in question, would 
be arranged in this manner:

straight loan for 60 per cent of the sale of the property. 
In this locality, three year, 50 per cent straight loans have 
been in use for so long that they have become an institution 
which defies any change. A change is being made slowly 
and the signs point to the day when four and five year loans 
will be regular order. A local loan dealer told the writer 
some time ago that he would make five year loans when he 
could not secure three year loans. This I feel is the attitude 
of most loaning agencies. 

Home loans properly placed are a prime investment. The 
first requirement of such a loan is good construction. Once 
you have a good house in a desired residential district, the 
next step toward a safe loan is to get a reliable family in the 
house. If the location, construction, and moral risk are sat- 
isfactory, then a 60 per cent four or five year loan is safe and 
a desirable investment, provided a payment schedule is 
worked out within the income of the buyer. If the purchaser 
cannot pay at least 1 per cent per month on the principal 
besides interest on the unpaid balance, then the purchase is 
too expensive and should not be made. Thus it follows that 
any financing in such a case is not desirable as an investment. 

To be fair to all concerned, we should compare the invest- 
ment merits of home loans and bonds and stocks. A good 
investment bond or a stock paying 5 per cent is very hard to 
find today while there are many good first mortgages on 
homes, the very foundation of America, to be had at 6 per 
cent. The main reason for this condition is that home mort- 

gages lack the marketability en-

i ee: construction contracts awarded during January 
in the 37 states east of the Rocky Mountains amounted 
to $409,967,900, according to F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
These states include about 91 percent of the total construc- 
tion volume of the country. When the above figure was 
compared with the total for the corresponding month of 
last year there was a decrease of 4 per cent and when 
compared with the total for December, 1928, there was a 
5 per cent decrease. 

Analysis of the January contract total showed the fol- 
lowing important classes of work: $138,068,600, or 34 per 
cent of all construction, for residential buildings; $100,- 
378,000, or 25 per cent, for commercial buildings; $66,522,000, 
or 17 per cent, for public works and buildings; and $63,- 
108,900, or 16 per cent, for industrial projects. 


During the month of January there was $818,284,000 
worth of new projects reported in contemplation in the 
37 Eastern states. The above figure was 13 per cent ahead 
of the amount reported in December, 1928, but there was 
a drop of 10 per cent from the amount reported in January 
of last year.

Establish Appraisal Code 


EFINITE action establishing a platform of sound prac- 

tice for the appraisal of real estate was taken at the 
recent annual business meeting of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. Standards of practice for realtor 
appraisers and for appraisal committees of member real 
estate boards were adopted by the Appraisal Division of the 
Association. The detailed statement of what constitutes 
sound appraisal practice outlines the appraisal method step 
by step, enumerates essentials which it is unethical for 
the appraiser to omit from his appraisal certificate, details 
proper practice for investment property and service property 
and states specifically essentials to be observed to insure 
the soundness of an appraisal made to determine the 
security for a loan. 

It condemns “summation” appraisals as unsound, inac- 
curate and misleading. 

The statement as adopted is prefaced by definitions of 
terms which have become technical terms in the appraisal 
of real estate and is accompanied by a glossary of such 
technical terms. 

The Division further adopted standard forms for the 


appraisal of business property, industrial property and farm 
lands.

“The job of educating the architects and builders is a 
much easier one than that of educating the housewives. 
Compared with 26,000,000 housewives, there are only 90,000 
builders and building contractors and 18,000 achitects listed 
by the 1920 census. 


“It is desirable that all requirements for the scientific 
kitchen be met by the builder—that he equip the kitchen 
completely with refrigerator, cabinet, serving and stacking 
surfaces and all facilities for storage. For it is only through 
building in the equipment that it can be made fully efficient 
as well as harmonious and attractive and easy to keep 
clean. It is also only by building in that its provision is 
assured. If the family must provide the missing units they 
will, all too frequently, be lacking, or when provided will 
fit badly in the space allowed. Can we not come to the 
full equipment of the kitchen as a part of the cost of hous- 
ing, just as we now accept the built-in closets in place 
of the portable chests and wardrobes which used to dis- 
figure the bedrooms?”

Testing ‘‘Battleship Deck’’ Floors 


6 Shows work now being done by the American. Institute 
of Steel Construction, Inc., toward the development of 
the “battleship deck” floor system was recently explained 
by Lee H. Miller, Chief Engineer of the Institute. 


“There is probably no part of a building construction,” 
said Mr. Miller, “that has failed to meet engineering and 
economic requirements as much as the floor systems that 
have been devised. Perhaps this condition is natural when 

we realize that the floor system of a building provides 
support for the live and dead loads and, in addition to this, 
must provide space for the various other facilities that are 
required in buildings, such as electric conduits, heating and 
plumbing pipes, etc. 

“The average weight of a floor is from three to four times 
as much the weight of the steel work in the skeleton 
frame. It is my belief that the all-steel floor construction, 
which we have developed from the idea of the battleship 
deck, can be properly protected against fire on the ceiling 
side and yet reduce the dead load of the floor construc- 
tion by 20 pounds or more per square foot. 

“We are going to continue tests on this particular type 
of floor construction and when perfectly satisfied with the 
results, will offer it free to the public through our member- 
ship. This new ‘battleship deck’ floor should reduce the 
cost of construction to a considerable degree.”

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The End of an Era

remarkable epoch in world finance. It brings‘ us .to 

the finish of a period of post-war credit inflation.- In 
the 10 years following the entrance of the United States into 
the war, this country gained approximately $2,000,000,000 
of gold. This was in the nature of an accident that no one 
could really forecast. 

Under our present Federal Reserve Banking Act, an 
increase of $2,000,000,000 in the nation’s supply of gold has 
meant an increase of about $30,000,000,000 in our total of 
available bank credit. Never in the history of the world has 
any country experienced such sudden and enormous credit 
expansion. The inevitable result has been a record-breaking 
advance in security values. 

Now business men in America must face a‘reversal of 
this tremendous movement of gold. Already $500,000,000 
worth of the precious yellow metal has been sent abroad 
to restore other nations to a sound basis of finance. This 
means that within the span of a single year the United 
States has suffered a curtailment of $7,000,000,000 in its 
total of banking credit. 

But in the meantime, there has been an increase instead 
of a contraction of loans. The result 
has been high interest rates and these 


Tien decade just ending marks the close of a most 





have diverted savings, profits and 
other free funds from permanent in- 
vestments into the stock market. In 
the last 12 months even our banks 
have sold $800,000,000 worth of 
bonds to release funds to meet the 
decline of deposits and for use in the 
short-term money market. 
Notwithstanding much opinion to 
the contrary, it is probable that high 
interest rates represent something 
more than merely a temporary con- 
dition. They have come from com- 
petitive bidding for money, mostly for 
speculation, and have not resulted 
from the exercise of strong-arm meth- 
ods on the part of the Federal 
Reserve System. The Reserve Act 
was designed to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the nation’s currency, and 
m securing this objective it forbids 
the withdrawal of gold for specula- 
tive purposes. 
Excessive gambling in the prospec- 
tive developments of the future must 
ultimately restrict purchasing power 
and check industrial activity by sub- 
‘ecting legitimate business to abnor- 





mal interést rates. Furthermore, any form of inflation 
that creatés apprehension by over-¢apitalizing hopes is 
destructive because our chief banking, strength lies in the 
confidence of the public. We need to bé. reminded at times 
that the reserves of our banking system are lowét in pro- 
portion to liabilities than those of any other #uportant 
banking system in the world. All the gold in the United 
States Treasury, plus the reserves of our banks, when 
measured against aggregate liabilities, gives not 65 per cent, 
but only 6.5 per cent. 

The public’s chief interest should be in production and 
whatever contributes to it. A tremendous rise in the prices 
of stocks does not lower production costs, multiply earning 
power, erilarge corporation assets, or increase the real 
wealth of the country. It is simply a revaluation on paper, 
founded largely on exaggerated expectations that ignore 
difficulties’ and disregard the time element. From the 
standpoint of the welfare of business as a whole, the only 
difference between transferring stock certificates at a price 
of $200 per share instead of $100 is that a much greater 
amount of money is tied up, thereby increasing the cost 


of credit for all uses. (Continued to page 136)

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When the present enthusiasm for get-rich-quick methods 
has subsided and attention is once again directed to the 
vital realities of the present moment, then we will recognize 
more clearly the danger of allowing the stability of the 
American money market to rest in the hands of private 
lenders who feel no sense of national responsibility and who 
might be stampeded by an unexpected happening. Bank 
credit always has been and always will be far superior to 
private credit. 

It is in this great field of money management where 
we may expect developments that will mark 1929 as the year 
that ended an era. It will be remembered as a time of 
readjustment in interest rates that restored the prestige 
of bonds and that established security prices on a basis of 
actual earnings. It will be recorded 
as a period when people 
learned once again that it 
takes a long time in the field 













of business and industry to make dreams come true; that 
bitter disappointments nearly always accompany the execu- 
tion of even the most logical and fascinating plans set 
forth on paper; that gold is a much desired article in foretgn 
lands as well as our own; and that other nations have brains 
and resources as well as the United States. 

For 10 years we have had not only the normal increase 
of national income to work with, but in addition about 
$15,000,000 of bank credit for each million dollars of gold 
imports, and this expansion of credit has gone on at a 
time when gold imports have been running at the rate of 
several hundred millions per year.. Compare these years 
that have passed with the immediate future when our pur- 
chasing power will be reduced to actual current income, 
with only a small annual addition to the gold reserves. 

We are now entering another clearly defined period of 
radical change—a time of returning normalcy. It will be 
disclosed that manipulation of stock values has no place 
on the asset side of the business ledger; that the sound- 
ness of current prices is determined by what the ultimate 
consumer will pay; and that the ultimate consumer is the 
one who creates the tin-box demand, which is the only 
demand for securities that actually represents capital enter- 
ing industry. It will also be made plain that no matter 
how much the wealth of a country may increase, there 
can be no increase in the volume of bank credit unless bank 
reserves also increase. 

The future for American business was never brighter. 
The note of optimism sounded by the leaders of industry 
at the commencement of 1929 indicated widespread confi- 
dence in continued prosperity. But it will be a. prosperity 
in the midst of which hundreds of expectations will fail 


of realization and hundreds of. advances will be made. in, 


directions not now anticipated. Money will turn from 
the field of speculation to commercial channels where it 
will serve best to build up new industries and increase 
purchasing power. Success and disaster will come more 
speedily than ever before. Competition will be between 
giant concerns, and the list of outstanding business suc- 
cesses a few years hence will disclose names that are today 


Money Returns to Productive Employment 
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unfamiliar. We will then wonder how people of the present 
day reached the conclusion that the effects of the great 
post-war tidal wave of gold could be maintained indefinitely, 

Indicative of what is coming, let me paint a quick word 
picture of a few current scientific developments. Most at- 
tention is now being given to astonishing refinements that 
add tremendously to human efficiency. Yesterday we were 
busy discovering new elements, new laws and new forces, 
Now we enter a period when chief attention will be devoted 
to bring about more effective utilization of the things we 
already have. 

Over in London they are now operating crewless trains 
of 33 cars to speed the mails underground from collection 
boxes to delivery points in the city. About 23,000 bags 

of mail are carried daily by trains that are controlled 
from dispatching “cabins” in the different subterranean 
stations. Automatic safety cut-outs 
= prevent collisions, and indicators inform 
~ the operators where the trains are at 
any moment. 
Radical changes are coming through- 
out the field of transporta- 
tion. A new type of elec- 
tric locomotive is designed 
to operate from either 
trolley or storage- 
battery power. The 
storage batteries are 
automatically re- 
charged when power 
is supplied by the 
trolley. This locomo- 
tive provides freedom from smoke, noise and noxious gases 
and can be used to switch cars into industrial plants and other 
places where there are tracks, but no trolley connections. 

A big eastern carrier is now, testing out a three-power 
locomotive which gets its energy from any one of three 
sources—oil, electricity or a battery. This great machine 
carries its own power plant, and when operating on non- 
electrified track, can switch over to a storage battery 
charged by an oil-engine, connected directly to a generator. 
As the change-over from external to internal power supply, 
or vice versa, occurs automatically, lights are provided to 
indicate to the engineer under just what condition of opera- 
tion the equipment is running. 

A recent innovation in the way of ; a passenger coach for 
highway service, is a monster double-deck Pullman bus 
that has berths for 26 people and is equipped to supply 
hot meals during the days consumed in a long journey 
overland. Each of the 13 compartments has running water 
and a built-in thermos bottle. At the back of the coach is 
a lavatory. Although this bus is 34 feet long and has two 
decks, it is only 10 feet high. Its motor is detachable so 
that at certain points during the long run a fresh motor 
can be substituted for the one that has been in use. This 
plan eliminates the necessity of any delay to overhaul the 
engine during the trip. 

There is an endless variety of ingenious schemes for 
traffic control. All signal lights in one city are now regula- 
ted by the radio waves sent out by a vacuum-tube trans- 
mitter. This unique system replaces the time-clock method 
of changing the colors of the traffic lights. A mid-westerD 
town uses an automatic “sun switch” to control the illumina- 
tion of 100 miles of streets. This astronomical clock turns 
on the lamps when the sun sets in the evening, and switches 
them off at the coming of dawn. 

Even more astonishing is an apparatus that will control 
suburban traffic by means of sound waves. This invention 
is intended to reduce the loss of time on heavily-traveled 
highways where there is a small cross-flow of traffic at 
various intersections. The ordinary automatic signal plat

We try various methods to 
stimulate the interest of the 
pupils, and to show them the purpose of the study of archi- 
tecture.

These 
models are carefully selected as to design, constructability, 
economy, and utility. Each year we build a house of a 
different type of architecture, that is adaptable to our modern 
dwelling requirements.

Changing Colors 
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Description of Mobile Color Lighting, by A. Hopkins, Jr., and John A. Hoeveler 


to thousands of business men, Mr. McClatchey makes the 
following statement: 

“Expert electrical engineers, acting in co-operation with 
the foremost color artists, have produced an effect never 
before achieved. Critics agree that there has been consum- 
mated the most beautiful illumination on any business 
building in America. So radically different is it from any- 
thing ever shown on Broadway, that it marks a tremendous 
and novel advance in the lighting art.” 

The building is of fireproof construction, the exterior 
surface being glazed varicolored terra-cotta tile, of ornate 
design, manufactured specially for this building. The art 
glass pilasters previously mentioned, as will be noted from 
the illustration, extend from the sidewalk to the third floor. 
The framework of these pilasters is bronze filigree with 
varicolored art glass segments. This art glass work is 
considered a real artistic achievement. The art glass pilas- 
ters are illuminated by means of lamps and reflectors con- 
cealed within. Silver plated glass reflectors, placed in pairs 
at one foot intervals, and equipped with 60-watt inside 
frosted lamps, reflect their illumination to the white plaster 
wall surface, against which the art glass pilasters are 
Placed. In this way, the art glass is illuminated by the 
indirect method resulting in a uniform distribution of light 
over the art glass, thus eliminating the bright spots which 
would be in evidence with unshielded lamps. 

A total of 976 permaflecters and 60-watt lamps are used 
in these pilasters. The load on the pilasters, therefore, is 
58.680 watts, and this is a constant load.

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At the top of each pier is a projector, equipped with a 
250-watt floodlighting lamp bulb. This unit throws a 
strong beam of light upward, thus tying the upper structure 
and lower structure together. Since there are sixteen pilas- 
ters, this adds 4,000 watts of constant load. Also, the 
beams from the several projectors illuminate the golden 
eagles at the top of the third story. 

The large art glass window over the main entrance ‘is 
also illuminated indirectly. Concealed floodlights illuminate 
the walls of the stairway to a high intensity, but no direct 
light is permitted to strike the window. The diffused 
reflected light gives a most beautiful effect. 

The fourth story of the building is set back several feet, 
as will be seen from the photograph. It is this portion of 
the building which is illuminated by means of thirty changes 
in colored light, repeating themselves every ten minutes. 
To accomplish this’-lighting, 573 reflectors, each equipped 
with a 150-watt tamp, are: installed 4n weatherproof trough 
housings, behind the »parapét at’ the fourth floor level.

In reality, there are six complete lighting systems for the 
illumination of the fourth floor elevation. One hundred of 
these units, constituting 15,000 watts, are equipped with 
red glass roundels, placed over the mouths of the reflectors; 
similarly, 100 of these units are equipped with deep blue; 
the same number with green; the same number with amber 
and the same number with light blue. Similarly, 100 units, 
constituting 15,000 watts, provide clear or unmodified light. 
These units are connected into circuit with the automatic 
dimmer, and provide the means for making color changes. 


It will be seen, therefore, that the total connected load 
for the illumination of the fourth floor elevation is 90,000 
watts. However, this load is not on continuously; at the 
most, three colors are on simultaneously, approximating 
45,000 watts for a few seconds. The plan of lighting is as 
follows: For instance, the building surface may be bathed 
with red light from the 100 red units. Then the automatic

dimmer gradually bringsfup the white or unmodified light , 


intensity, gradually dilutiite ithe red and carrying it through 
the various tints of pink, iintil finally the red is completely 
overcome by the white, and the building appears in a 
beautiful flesh white. It is allowed to remain so for a few 
seconds, when the red is turned off and blue substituted 
therefor, the white remaining on full intensity during this 
change. Then the white is gradually dimmed out and the 
building comes up in a blue. It will be seen, therefore, that 
in this manner, quite a variety of color changes and com- 
binations may be secured with a lighting system as ‘flexible 
as the one designed for the McClatchey Building. The 
sequence of colors, as used on the McClatchey Building 
is as follows:

NTIL about 1916, there was no one profession that 
| would undertake the handling of an entire housing 

problem or program, from the study of economic 
land values, the laying out of raw land, the planning of 
utilities, paving, landscaping, designing the buildings, and 
supplying construction methods for the most economic and 
efficient handling of construction work. 

The various phases of this work were usually handled by 
several different organizations, professions and agencies. 
The real estate developer would buy raw land and engage 
the services of an engineer to lay out the streets and lots, 
and without consideration being given to the land, type or 
shape of house that might be built. The architect then 
found a building site with limited frontage and he did his 
best in working out a building to fit. The financial institu- 
tions making mortgage loans would look at it, place their 
own value upon it and decide how much they could 
safely loan. 

Thus it was apparent that there was need for a service 
or profession that could handle and co-ordinate all these 
things. This service should be a broad thing. It had to 
accomplish an easy working together of planning, specifi- 
cations, financing, production and selling, of a single unit 
made up of many parts. 

I gave the title of “Housing Engineering” to this service 
at the suggestion of the other professions (the architects 
and engineers with whom I had been associated on many 
housing enterprises). They recognized that there was 
need of this kind of service to see the thing through as a 
whole and co-ordinate toward a definite end. 

Most problems which are said to be complex séem to be 
so only because the approach turns and twists so that we 
lose our bearings; and this is especially true of home 
building.

reduce everything to its elements is the most valuable of 
all facilities. The housing engineer’s services were devel- 
oped from a broad and extensive experience and with a 
knowledge of financing, real estate, planning and specifica- 
tions, manufacture of building materials, architecture, con- 
struction methods and home ownership. 


The Financing Problem 

The most essential service in approaching a housing 
problem is to provide for adequate financing, in the easiest 
possible manner. Housing must be planned economically 
to meet the needs, earnings and the environment of the 
individual and the community. To work out a financing 
program, consideration must be given to the home pur- 
chaser’s requirements, income, cash payments, monthly 
payments he can undertake—the terms then to be made to 
suit all these conditions. 

For this purpose the real estate should be considered as 
to location, transportation, and a price of the improved 
building lots that will represent am economic value for the 
particular project. It is necessary to know the different 
classes of people to be housed, the type of house that 
should be built, the number of rooms required for each 
class, and the price. In economic housing it is impor- 
tant to design to a price fixed in advance, and to keep 
land values in reasonable proportion to the total cost 
of the home. 

Adequate financing can always be procured for a project 
based upon the economic fundamentals of housing. The 
financial institutions look for and recognize these funda- 
mentals in connection with loans. ‘The housing engineer’s 
cost analysis and financing program is ‘easily understood, 
and provides the information which financial institutions 
require in order to assure maximum financing.

cient space. The more we can in- 
crease the usable space and decrease 
the access space, the more value we 
are able to put into the design. Furthermore, all houses 
designed according to the code have the efficiency of each 
plan figured on the basis of accommodating the amount 
of furniture required for each room. The furniture must 
be accommodated in such,a manner as not to interfere with 
windows, doors, heating, electric switches, nor the line of 
travel through the rooms. No matter how small or: how 
large the room, whether living room, dining room, kitchen 
or bedroom, if it accommodates the furniture in this manner, 


it will be a good room. It is also necessary to incorporate, 


well worked out standards in design, which allow the. use 
of materials of standard manufactured sizes, thus reduc- 
ing the waste of materials and labor. The proper applica- 
tion of such standards has proved in some localities. to 
effect a saving of 20 to 25 per cent under the prevailing 
prices and practices. 

In the preparation of specifications for the houses, the 
housing engineer keeps in mind the prices for which the 
houses are to be built in order to sell within the price 
range, and this depends upon a knowledge of materials 
as a whole and the cost of working the same. A poorly 
Prepared specification, not concise and clear, leaves too 
much to the judgment of the contractor and craftsman; 
the contractor in making his estimate will either over-

estimate or underestimate the costs of the. house, causing a 
loss one way or another. Sh ee 


House Production Methods 

The economic production of houses begins with estimat- 
ing costs of building work. The most hazardous guess 
is that of labor output. It is not so much the cost of 
labor, but the unproductiveness and waste of labor that 
should be guarded against.- It has been necessary for 
me in my capacity of Housing Engineer, to determine the 
day’s output in each division of the work, so that crafts- 
men can be employed on a basis of understanding the 
amount of output expected of them. Thus supervision 
becomes more effective by a sub-division of the units of 
work. 

When labor is considered from this angle, it is the cost 
basis for the contractor in making up his estimate, which 
represents values instead of just costs. I developed a 
method for estimating which provides for retaining the 
measurements taken from the plans.. These measurements, 
when computed into units of material and work in each 
division, allow the contractor to separate his labor and 
materials in the estimate, giving a quantity survey of

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HE roof plays a very important role 
in both English and French type 
houses. Whether it be broken by 
picturesque gables and dormer windows, or 
whether it broods gently over the structure 
in one long, beautiful sweep of line, the 
old world roof is a thing of beauty which 
Americans would do well to study. 
Of course the earliest roofs in both 
France and England were thatch, and noth- 
ing more picturesque has yet been devised 
by man to cover his dwelling. Unfortu- 
nately, the picturesque quality is the chief 
virtue of thatch. As early as the sixth cen- 
tury in France and the eighth century in ‘ 
England, those who could afford it were 
using slate roofing on their dwellings, and 
slate became the accepted roofing for im- 
portant public buildings.

the English custom of using slate also for ter- 
races, garden paths and fences creates a pleasant 
harmony between house and grounds. 
America is fortunate in having rich resources 
in slate. Vermont has large quarries of colored 
slate, dark red, purple, and green, as well as 
some gray. The largest slate quarries in the 
United States are found in Pennsylvania, where 
a vast slate belt 10 miles wide and 30 or 
40 miles long is found; a century of quar- 
rying has not depleted this immense sup- 
ply. Pennsylvania slate is all gray, but is 


found in a range of several tones, so that beauti-

There are many things which may be done to improve 
the old home. The old walls of a house, for example, may

make changes in the roof which will make it harmonize with 
the general contour and color scheme. The Spanish stucco, 
for example, looks exceedingly well with a green tile roof, 
and the broad white siding of the Dutch Colonial type is 
greatly improved by a bright shingle roof of wood or some

We no longer expect to find windows with large panes 
of glass, which were so much in vogue a few years ago. 
The French window with its small panes has come to be 
quite the thing in dwelling house architecture, and here 
again is an opportunity for the owner of an old home to 
improve the appearance materially at a comparatively small 
cost. 
Insulation is another way in which old homes can be 
made more serviceable. If 





shingle, brick or new wood 
siding at an expenditure far 
below the cost of building 
a new house. This, of 
course, is possible only 
when the basic structure is 
sound. It is estimated that 
by this process a yearly 
saving in fuel of about 25 
per cent can be effected. 

It is frequently possible 
to improve the appearance 
of a ,home by a simple 
change of the front porch. 
It seems that the age of 
houses is largely surmised 
by the front porch. At the 
present time the large 
porch covering all or a ma- 
jor portion of the front of 
the house is considered out 
of date. The new style of 
architecture calls for 
porches on the side or at 
the back, or:else demands 
that if they are in the front 
they shall be: glassed in. 
The tendency at this time

is true. Roofs are now recognized as having a highly deco- 
rative value, and it has now become necessary in many

the.home happens to be in 
an extremely warm climate, 
insulation—particularly un- 
der the roof—will help to 
modify the intense heat of 
summer, or if the home 
happens to be in a cold cli- 
mate, it will keep out a 
great deal of cold, thereby 
reducing the fuel bills to an 
appreciable extent. The in- 
stallation of weather strip- 
ping around openings of 
every sort will also do a 
great deal to cut down 
heating costs. 

It is hardly possible to 
say anything about mod- 
ernizing without mention- 
ing heating and plumbing. 
These, of course, are the 
most important and most 
indispensable items to be 
considered. Without them 
it is not at all possible to 
have a modern home; it is, 
therefore, advisable that in 
any modernizing that may 
be done the home owner 
looks very carefully after the condition of his heating and 
plumbing system and sees that everything is not only in per- 
fect order at the time, but that it is in keeping with modern 
requirements, and that it is of sufficient type and quality 
to meet the expectations of prospective purchasers in case 
the house should be sold within a reasonably short period 
of time.

Septic Tank Grease Trap 


i small towns and in the suburbs and country, beyond 
the reach of city sewerage systems, homes are generally 
equipped with septic tanks. The action of these tanks is 
based on the action of certain germs which are likely to 
be killed by an accumulation of grease and soap. In order 
to avoid this, I planned a grease trap to be built into one 
corner of my basement into which all the waste must pass 
before reaching the septic tank. This keeps the grease 
out of the septic tank. 

I made a cement tank below the level of my basement 
floor but high enough to have a flow to the septic tank 
outside. This tank is three feet wide by four feet long 
and is four feet deep. It is cemented tight on all sides 
and the bottom and has an opening in the top for clean- 
ing, which is tightly closed with a lid of cement. 

I placed a four inch soil pipe elbow, onto which I had 
worked about two feet of soil pipe, in one wall of this tank 
as shown in the sketch. This pipe hangs down inside of 
the tank. On the other end of the tank I placed a similar 
pipe, making it reach about two inches closer to the bottom 
of the tank. This was the overflow end. 

The wastes flow into the tank through the first pipe 
and drop to the bottom of the tank. As soon as the tank 
fills to a level above the end of the overflow pipe, all 
greases rise to the top and float. About once every three 
months the floating greases are removed and buried outside. 
This also cuts down the danger of stoppage of the waste 
pipes from the sink and tubs because of having a very 
short run. All sand and dirt is also trapped in this tank 
and can be removed r) 
from the bottom of

done with a regular pocket scriber or compass. I scribe 
one end at a time. 

I put the shelf in place raising one end so that the other 
end drops down into place on the support and scribe the 
latter end. I then take the shelf out and cut this end as 
marked. Next I again put the shelf in place, with the other 
end down on the support and scribe it, then 
remove and cut it. This gives a perfect fit 
if you remember to keep the shelving in 
line with the back wall and get an accurate 
measurement at the longest. point where the

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shelving is placed. 

When I want to fit the back also I scribe 
it in the same way. If this is to be done 
the shelving should be a little wider than the depth of the 
space into which it is to fit. 

I have had a number of carpenters ask me how to fit 
such shelving accurately so thought it would be worth 
while to pass my method along.

Better Window Casing 


AS’ a building contractor I have seen a number of methods 
of casing up doors and windows, some better than 


’ others. Most carpenters, in casing a window, first nail 


the window stool in place and then nail the side casings 
in place, making a square cut at the top end of the casing 
at the proper length. When they put the head casing up, 
nine times out of ten, it does not fit perfectly onto the 
side casings. This means considerable planning before a 
good fit is secured. Also there is danger of the head casing 
being drawn lose from the side casing by the nails, leaving 
an open joint. I will describe a method that does away with 
all these difficulties. 

First the window stool is fitted and stood up along the 
jamb, in proper position for nailing. A pencil mark is made 
along this casing, on the plaster, as a guide to go by in 
nailing on the head casing. The head casing is nailed 
in place. Next take the side casing and place the bottom 
end on the window stool in the proper place. Stand the 
casing up and get a point on each edge of the casing. level 
with the bottom edge of the top casing. Any. kind of small 
straight edge can be used for this. Mark straight across 
from point to point lightly and saw within about jy inch 
of this mark, leaving the casing about 7 inch long. This 
will make a tight fit when pushed into place and. if one is 
careful when getting the points on the sides of the casing 
a good fit is almost always sure.

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Pitch in Roof Framing 


By JOHN T. NEUFELD 


OR several numbers we have limited the discussion to 
Fk framing by degrees exclusively. In these articles we 

have assumed that the pitch was given in degrees, in 
order to keep the matter as simple as possible at the begin- 
ning—that is, trying to kill only one bird at a time. 

Some of the readers have asked for a fuller explanation 
as to the procedure when the degree of the pitch is not 
given. To make this matter as clear as possible, we shall 
try to explain the subject of “Pitch of Roofs” in detail. 

Some years ago I ventured the remark that I would like 
to learn the carpenter trade. A farmer who heard the 
remark, being of the kind that looked at both sides of the 
dollar before spending it, thought that there was a good 
chance to get some carpenter labor at a reasonable price 
and. perhaps do me a favor. So it was that after a tew 
weeks he told me to come on the job, which I prepared 
to do, my father supplying me with a saw, square and 
hammer, and how scared I was. 

One of the first things (new) that I heard was somethig 
about % pitch. That was something, of course, that I 
could not expect to learn very soon because, according to 
the mystery that was always attached to roof framing, I 
expected this to be too deep for me. Well, I found out 
later that this meant nothing more or less than that the 
roof was % as high as wide. There is nothing mysterious 
about that. The thing to bear in mind is that the total 
width of the building is taken into consideration. This 
pitch is sometimes confused with road grades, which are 
expressed as a ratio of the rise to the run or base, thus 
a five per cent grade may denote a five-foot rise in 100 feet. 

We have, however, a method that is similar to the method 
of expressing a road grade; this is the method of expressing 
the rise per foot run. Thus a roof may have a 6-inch 
rise per foot run, or a 7-inch rise per foot run, as the case 
may be. Note here we take into consideration the run and 
not the width or the span as in the first case. The third 
method to be mentioned is describing the pitch by degrees; 
this seems to be the least confusing. 

For review we repeat that a degree is %go part of a 
circle. A right angle is one-fourth of a circle or 90 degrees. 
The table in Fig. 2 shows the different methods of express- 
ing pitches, side by side. Note that the first method is 
all right in certain cases, but in some cases it runs into odd 
fractions such as 11/24. Note also in the third col- 
umn, headed “Pitch by Degrees,” there are two figures, 
the first expressing the degrees and the second‘ the 
fractions of a degree called minutes. (One degree is 
divided into 60 minutes and one minute into 60 seconds.) 
However, we do not have to worry about these very much, 
it being seldom necessary to work to such precision in 


carpenter work. If the protractor is set at the degree, or 
at the most to the half degree, the result will be as accurate 
as the average mechanic will cut. 


A Problem in Pitches 


The roof shown in Fig. 1 has three different pitches. 
The pitch of each part is given in inches per foot run. 
See Fig. 3. 

Figs. 4 and 5 illustrate what the pitch would be if 
expressed as a ratio of the rise to the span as in the first 
method. In this case the actual span of the building cannot 
be taken, but an assumed span is taken which is twice 
the run. : 

Fig. 6 shows the same roof with the angles expressed in 
degrees. Here we again show_how to find the angle for 
the upper end cut when the lower angle is given. The 
two angles together must equal 90 degrees. Therefore, 


when the upper cut is to be found, we subtract the degree | 


of the lower angle from 90 degrees. See Fig. 6. 

To change from one pitch to another—that is, to find 
the degree of pitch when the pitch is expressed in any 
other way—requires a table, either a roof framing table or 
a trigonometry table. There is no mathematical way of 
figuring this without the use of the table. A roof framing 
table giving both the degree and also the rise per foot is 
most convenient. If a trigonometry table is used then the 
rise must be divided by the run. This gives what is termed 
the tangent, and by looking in a table of tangents we can 
find the angle. Thus, if the rise is 7!%4 inches per foot we 
divide 7%4 by 12 and have 0.625 as the tangent. Looking 
in a table of tangents we find this to be the angle of 
32 degrees, which also checks with the roof framing table 
given. 

Note also that this 0.625 is the rise per foot expressed in 
feet. Therefore, the tangent of the angle is the same as 
the rise per foot expressed in decimal parts of a foot. 

The mechanic, however, does not need to use a trig- 
onometry table for his roof framing. A table such as shown 
on the opposite page is all that is needed. Similar tables 
will be given for hip roofs later on. 

The next article will be on a slightly different subject, 
but should be of interest to all builders. It is a problem 
sent in by a reader. Do not fail to look for this.

(3) Assume that rafter 1 in Fig. 1 had a total rise of 13 feet 
4 inches. Give the pitch in three different ways, also 
the length of the rafter and the cuts of the rafter in degrees. 

(4) What is the rise per foot run and the pitch in degrees 
for each of the following roofs: A %g pitch roof? A 
oe pitch roof? 

(5) Give the degree for the top and bottom cut for a 
rafter having an 11-inch rise per foot. 


Answers 


(1) The pitch for a roof with a 30-foot span and 714-foot 
rise is 4% or 6-inch rise per foot, or 26% degrees. 

(2) The pitch is %4, or 12-inch rise per foot, or 45 degrees. 

(3) This may be worked in several ways, we may divide 
the total rise by the total span, which in this case is 13% 
by 32. This, however, is not very convenient, so we rather 
change the 13 feet 4 inches to inches—this is 160 inches. 
The run is 16 feet. The rise per foot run is 160 ~ by 16 = 
10 inches. 

It is, therefore, a %2 pitch rafter, or has a pitch of 
10-inch rise per foot run, or 39 degrees and 48 minutes, 
say 40 degrees. 

The length per foot run is 15.62 inches. The run is 
16 feet. 

The length is 16 & 15.62 inches = 249.92 inches. 

To change to feet divide by 12. 

249.22 — 12 = 20 feet and 9.92 inches. 

The .92 inch should be changed to sixteenths of an inch. 
This is done by multiplying by 16, thus .92 « 16 = 14.72 
sixteenths, or say 33. 

The complete answer is 20 feet 94$ inches. 

The lower cut is 40 degrees, the upper cut must be 90 
less 40 = 50 degrees.

These are only a few of the various ways in which homes 
can be modernized. There are many other things which 
will suggest themselves, naturally, to the owner, or to the 
architect or contractor who may be called in, when such 
plans are being considered. Casement windows, interior 
trim, floors, stairways, kitchen cabinets, hardware and 
numerous other things may be changed in such a way 
as to bring the house entirely up-to-date and increase its 
utility and enhance both its exterior and interior beauty. 

Building and loan associations are particularly interested 
in home modernizing because it enables them not merely 
to secure additional loans, but more especially because of 
its effect upon the general prosperity of any community, 


- and the impetus which it gives to community development. 


The removal of “sore spots” through the modernizing 
of old homes is a boon to any community. It tends to 
increase general property values and creates a greater civic 
pride. The additional employment offered to building trades, 
as well as increasing business for dealers in building mate- 
rials and equipment, reflects upon business conditions 
throughout the town or city and are alike beneficial to those 
directly involved as well as to merchants, professional 


- men and others. 


Because of their rapidly increasing resources, building 
and loan associations are in an extremely good position 
to finance home modernizing. Local associations every- 
where are glad to talk with home owners and builders 
about their modernizing problems.

So far as the authors are aware, this is the first time 
that anything so elaborate in the way of mobile or changing 
colors in a building exterior has ever been applied. The 
Edison Building in Philadelphia was the first application 
of changing colors to a large, modern skyscraper, but on 
the Edison Building, any one elevation has only two flood- 
lighting systems in operation at one time, namely, a color 
system consisting of one or two colors in constant operation, 
and a white or unmodified lighting system, connected in on 
the cycle dimmer. As previously explained the McClatchey 
Building employs six complete lighting systems, and the 
present arrangement involves thirty changes. A study of 
the above schedule will indicate that still more combinations 
could be worked out, but the authors felt that thirty changes 
is sufficient to provide adequate variety. 

This installation should prove of particular interest to 
central station men, because it proves that elaborate mobile 
color installations can be sold to hard-headed, practical 
business men. There is only one reason why a business 
man may be induced to spend his good money for mobile 
color lighting of the exterior of his building, and that is 
that it pays.

materials and a cost basis for purchasing his material and 
procuring his labor. By this method of estimating, the 
superintendent in charge is dealing with units of work 
instead of units of money. It has been found practical 
to hire workmen with an understanding of output in their 
respective lines of craftsmanship. Labor is then hired 
on an intelligent basis of output instead of just for a job. 
It has been found that workmen become interested and 
strive to deliver a normal output when they are hired 
with this understanding. Their attitude is changed to 
interest in the work they are doing. — 

To control output it is necessary to have a time-keeping 
system in which each workman keeps his own time. The 
workman’s time card is prepared in such form that in 
filling in his time card he records the amount of work 
he performed that day. This brings to his attention each 
day whether he has delivered what he agreed: to, when 
selling his services. The housing engineer in giving this 
service to the contractor, to the workmen, and to the mate- 
rial men, is acting in the interest of his client, the owner, 
and better construction results. 

The housing engineer must further be prepared to provide 
the contractor with a method for handling his operation, 
to guide him to the best sources of supply for the materials 
specified, and to arrange his field organization. Also to 
prepare a schedule by which he is guided to complete his 
contract on time. To have a comprehensive, workable 
schedule in a housing operation is of great importance 
to the owner, and in financing to provide the funds to 
carry on the contract work, so that completed portions are 
available for returns in the investment at given dates. The 
schedule is the means of keeping all interested parties 
fully informed, thus satisfying the owner, the contractor 
and the engineer to the extent that it minimizes quibbling 
over things they fear might go wrong, or that have gone 
wrong. It serves as a record, showing whether the work 
is up to date, and in almost every instance has been the 
means of completing contracts on time, when otherwise 
they might have been delayed two or three months, as 
contractors when well into the work get lost in the volume 
of details which at this stage are of magnitude in controlling 
and handling the operation. 

The schedule is a guide to the general superintendent in 
following the condition of his work, and the progress he 
is making each day. It also acts as a stimulus to the 
workmen. They become interested; the reaction with most 
workmen might be compared with a game, which is not 
interesting unless a score is kept—so the chart seems to 
serve as a score card, or record of what they are really 
doing, and we find workmen interested in their work if 
hired on a basis of understanding. 


Home Ownership and Sales 


The housing engineer cannot consider his work finished 
on a project, at the completion of the houses and improve- 
ments. The system under which he works, deals with 
all the principal factors underlying commensurate housing, 
and he is thoroughly capable of assisting in promoting 
home ownership and effecting sales on the most prudent 
basis. In this the potential home buyer must be given 
information dealing with his problems from its inception 
to the actual purchase and occupancy of the home, includ- 
ing a plan from which to study his income and obligations 
in relation and with benefit to the home purchase allowance. 
Properly guiding the individual at the beginning in an 
understanding of home ownership is so vital in effecting 
sales on a sound basis that it is best served by providing 
the prospective purchaser full information on the subject 
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how to go about building and paying for a home. The 
prospective purchaser should be assisted in approaching 
home ownership with a full understanding of his income 
and obligations. That is, to estimate in detail and control 
living expenses by the budget system. The author hag 
originated a simple form of listing family living expenses, 
with the aid of which detailed expenses of the family budget 
can be studied to the benefit of a home purchase ailow- 
ance. Items of household and living expenses of the 
average family are: 


1. Food, 

2. Clothing, 

3. Household furnishings and _ supplies, 
4. Fuel and light, 

5. Water, 

6. Doctors, 

7. Schools and churches, 

8. Entertainment, 

9. Contingencies, 


10. Monthly payments on the home. 

Knowledge of monthly expenditures of these items have 
been of great value in guiding prospective home purchasers 
with safety and confidence. For instance, Item 8, the 
amount spent by the average family for entertainment and 
recreation which is quite necessary and of importance, but 
few have a knowledge of the monthly expense for personal 
hobbies, movies, theaters, social functions and the cost 
of operating a pleasure automobile. Also Item 9, under 
the heading of contingencies include these expenditures 
that come to every family as unforseen obligations. 

The housing engineer in developing all of the basic facts 
underlying housing brings about better co-ordination be- 
tween the production and sale of houses, sales plans, and 
intelligent sales effort. 

When sales of homes have been made to the purchasers 
the seller has an obligation in guiding the home purchasers 
in a correct understanding of tenure and ownership. In 
other words, we might express it more accurately by stating 
the developer and seller of homes should obligate himself 
to service home ownership, as has become a profitable 
practice in the manufacture and sale of othes commodities. 
This is especially true where a new community is being 
developed, bringing about the mixing and mingling of a 
group of home owners who have something in common, 
and it must then become a recognized fact that at this 
stage of the procedure the home purchaser has in reality 
become a partner with the seller, the builder, and the 
financial interests all connected with the enterprise. Well 
formulated plans for servicing the home purchaser may be 
followed to good, advantage by all interested parties.

ROM the standpoint of service, doors are one of the 
most vital parts of a hangar. Being so large, they 
determine, largely, the working and storage conditions 
inside. A company which has for many years been a 
leader in steel door manufacture, has now developed a new 
hangar door which is weathertight, affords light to the 
interior and is easily and quickly opened or closed.

— fittings for pipe structures were originally 
designed their application to switchboard structures 
was the only object. It was not long, however, before 
other useful applications were made due to their adapt- 
ability and ease of installation. At the present time 
this list has now increased to include not only switchboard 
frames, but outdoor substations, racks, railings, pipe line 
supports, cable supports, and sign structures. The most 
recent use is for stock bins and shelving. 

To maintain the standard of service which the developers 
of these fittings assure users and distributors of their 
products, large stocks in their warehouses are necessary. 
These stocks are by no means confined to complete products. 
However, the ever-increasing sale of complete products has 
necessitated having large quantities of renewal parts on

hand constantly, which in most cases care for requirements 
when unfortunate breakdowns occur. This brings to the 
front a great variety of storage problems, of which one of 
the most aggravating has recently been solved by the use 
of structural pipe fittings in the construction of shelving. 

The chief reasons for finally selecting these pipe fittings 
for shelving were: 

1. The ease with which anyone could construct the racks. 

2. The savings in cost. 

3. The adaptability of these fittings for rearrangement at 
any time. 

The particular problem involved was the economical stor- 
age of the various sizes of boxes and packages which, in 
the vocabulary of the storage warehouse, would come 
between the bin stocks and the floor stocks. Standard 
steel shelving units, of course, provide for the smaller bin 
stocks. The larger lots of uniform size boxes are no 
problem at all in floor stocking but the smaller lots of the 
intermediate size packages waste considerable space either 
stacked on the floor or piled on to steel shelving. 

The accompanying photograph shows very clearly the 
space-saving features of the new shelving, as the maximum 
height of storage, before the construction of the new shelv- 
ing, is underneath the first shelf. The first installation has 
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been put in on the sixth floor of this company’s warehouse 
and consists of eight units, each five feet wide and 84 feet 
long, with intermediate uprights seven feet apart. 

Structural pipe fittings 1% inches in size were used to- 
gether with extra strength pipe of the same size. The 
structure is anchored by the use of 1%-inch to one-inch 
reducers and five-inch nipples at the top of each upright, 
the nipples being backed out of the reducers against the 
ceiling. The shelf-construction is of ordinary pine boards 
cleated together about three inches apart. These cracks or 
openings between the boards are left to provide for the easy 
flow of water from the sprinkler system in case of fire. 

This construction provides for a much greater variety of 
applications than the standard steel shelving. The shelves 
can be set at any height from three inches above the floor 
up. The uprights are clamped to the long pipes which 
makes it possible to increase or decrease the openings 
between the uprights at will. If storage is required for 
heavy material necessitating greater strength, uprights 
can be moved closer together or additional ones very easily 
added. If a very light stock, such as lamps or glassware, 
is to be stored, a still greater distance apart for these 
uprights would be permissible and very easy of accom- 
plishment. 

The cost is approximately 25 per cent cheaper than steel 
shelving designed for the same purpose. Coupled with this, 
steel shelving could not be put in with openings between 
uprights greater than three or four feet. This would 
decidedly reduce the storage area because of the great 
variety of packages to be stored. The steel shelving could 
not be installed without cutting into the ceiling or floor 
for anchorage which is not necessary with these pipe fittings. 
This shelving could be made entirely fireproof by replacing 
the wood cross members with steel.

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Air Filter Capacity Increased 


HE cleaning of air for hygienic or industrial purposes 
is still a comparatively new science, but one which is 
very rapidly being developed and applied. To take any 
air filter of recognized stand- 
ing, after a decade of wide- 
spread experimentation, and 
double its capacity without 
increasing resistance or de- 
creasing efficiency, has been 
a goal hardly expected to be 
reached. Yet that is what the 
manufacturers of: this filter 
state that they have done. 
This has been accomplished 
by means of a new “sinous” 
filter medium. 

Most, if not all, of the com- 
mercially successful air filters 
operate upon the centrifugal 
principle of dust elimination, 
it is stated. A viscous coated 
baffle, inserted in the path of 
the air, forces that air to 
change direction and brings 
centrifugal forces to bear on 
the heavier-than-air particles, 
driving them against the oily 
surface of the baffle, where 
they are caught and held. 

With the new filter me- 
dium the cleaning capacity is 
96 to 99 per cent, guaranteed. 
The resistance is 0.25” W. G. 
In these two characteristics there is very little difference 
between this and other types of filter. Here, however, 
the similarity ceases, it is said. The capacity per space 
unit occupied is much greater for the new filter, each cell 
being conservatively rated at from 3,000 to 3,500 C.F. M. 
Because the capacity is greater the cost of the filter is less, 
both first cost and maintenance. 

With this new medium the field of filter application is 
greatly extended, it is stated. Where the cost of filtered 
air formerly prohibited its use, it is now available at a 
figure so low as to make it desirable.

Greater ductibility of the head 
as well as deeper penetration are two of the requisites of 
better welding which the newly developed high speed wire 
offers, it is said. The electrode itself is an extruded wire 
that permits high speed welding without loss of denseness 
and ductility to the weld metal.

This new device changes the signals when the motorist 
sounds his horn on approaching a microphone at the road 
intersection.

The lot lay-outs are put on wall board. The grass ‘s 
represented by fine sawdust stained green and sprinkled 
over glued areas. The trees are made of florist evergreen, 
bundled and tied together with black tape around the trunk, 
Florist moss shaped into bushes and shrubs, by hand, 
completes the planting display, that is so important in 
setting a house off to its best advantage. The sidewalks, 
drive and street are painted and marked to match the 
gray of cement. 

Trimming and decorating the model is most interesting 
and is a very important step in the process. To get the 
desired effect, requires skill and patience, that only a few 
of the students possess. 

The idea for the design of the Colonial house was 
secured from the front cover of the AMERICAN BuiLper 
several years ago. We liked the picture and made plans 
and model to match. This is but one of the many uses 
we have made of the magazine. 

The English model was designed and built two years 
ago and a house was actually built from the plans, as the 
enclosed photographs show. The architectural classes all 
visited the finished house which was one of Toledo’s “Better 
Homes” for 1926. It was finished and outfitted for public 
inspection. 

The Spanish model made last year is to be built in the 
spring from the plans drawn by the students. 

The models are the feature of our department each year, 
at the Industrial Arts Exhibit of the school.

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When ‘Stress’ Becomes ‘Strain’ 


Stresses Are Anticipated in Truck Design But with Abuse They 
Become Strains Which Result in Failure 


By FRED B. LAUTZENHISER 


HERE is a fundamental dif- 
ference in the meanings of 
the two words “stress” and 
“strain.” A “stress” is a force ap- 
plied, and a “strain” is the possible 
result. A definition for “strain” 
might therefore be “the result of a 


by the design.” A member may be 
“stressed” and suffer no injury; 
however, if the “stress” is of suf- 
ficient intensity a “strain” will be 
the result. A member “strained” 
is on its way to certain failure. 

Let us consider the “factor of 
safety” in determining the signif- 
icance of these two terms. A shaft 
may be designed with a factor of 
safety of 15, meaning that the shaft 
will not be injured or “strained” 
until a “stress” of 15 times its nor- 
mal carrying capacity has been in- 
flicted upon it. The first infliction 
may reduce this factor of safety to 
13, the next to 10, and next to 6, and so on until failure 
results. 

For example, a shaft designed to carry one ton with a 
safety factor of 15, will actually carry a “static” or dead- 
quiet load of 15 tons. However, an entirely different situa- 
tion arises upon loading this shaft with three tons (an 
overload), and applying the load dynamically; that is, drop- 
ping or throwing it with force in an abrupt and irregular 
manner as in the bouncing and pounding of motor truck 
loads due to rough roads, rail crossings, and other causes. 
It is easily seen that without protective cushioning to offset 
these brutal shock-stresses the safety factor would be rap- 
idly reduced and the failure or rupture point soon reached. 

The term “factor of safety” as applied to a motor truck 
is probably more often misinterpreted than any other. It 
does not mean a zone of absolute safety. It does not mean 
that a member which is designed with a factor of safety of 
10 will not break until a stress of 10 times. the normal is 
exceeded. Such’ a member may fail, through fatigue, under 
a stress of 2 or it may resist up to 20. 

It is a physical fact that the energy of a moving body 
or the intensity of a blow increases as the square of its 
velocity. Double the speed of a projectile and its capacity 
for delivering a blow is multiplied by four. Triple the 





speed and the energy is increased 
nine times. If one bullet has twice 
the speed of another bullet of equal 
size, weight, substance, and shape, 
its penetration will be four times 
as deep. Similarly if the speed of 
a truck is increased from ten to 
thirty miles per hour, each irregu- 
larity in the road will cause a shock- 
stress nine times more violent than 
at its first speed of ten miles per 
hour.

irregularities in the rails or wheels 
would result in shock-stresses or sledge hammer blows of 
such intensity as to cause breakage of rails, wheels, and 
bearing journals. At moderate speeds, say thirty to fifty 
miles per hour, these irregularities are practically unnoticed, 
and most certainly do not cause failures, especially in view 
of the high factors of safety engineered into those parts. 
Not only does the violence of road shocks increase as 
the speed increases, but the direction of their absorption 
into the truck members changes. A truck wheel bearing 
a proper load in passing over an elevation at a reasonable 
speed delivers and receives a shock in a very nearly ‘verti- 
cal direction. The shock of the forward movement of the 
vehicle is small in comparison to its total weight which 
acts downward. As the speed is increased, the front wheel, 
in addition to bearing down on road obstructions, strikes 
a horizontal blow at-them. As a result the reaction 
becomes, instead of a vertical rebound, a backward thrust 
in a diagonal direction through the wheel and the axle and 
its mounting arrangement to the frame and the various units 
of the truck. Here it is readily seen that the higher the 
speed, the better must be the cushioning to prevent these 
variably increasing shock-stresses from being transmitted 
directly from axle to frame and thence to the vital driving 
units.

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While increased speed greatly increases the intensity of 
the shock-stresses caused by road irregularities, it has 
another effect which seems almost impossible to guard 
against by ordinary measures. This is the effect of sud- 
denness of shock, due to the inertia of the load. 

For example, a door standing ajar on well-oiled hinges 
can be closed by a gentle shove, but if struck a sharp blow 
with a hammer the door may remain practically motion- 
less; nevertheless it has suffered a much greater shock and 
perhaps permanent injury. If a rod is laid upon a table so 
that the short end overhangs, and it is struck on the over- 
hanging end, it will bend and possibly break, even though 
a very gentle pressure at the same point would have been 
sufficient to have lifted the heavier part by lever action. 

A nail can be driven with a few sharp blows of a hammer, 
while a man might bear with all his weight on the same 
nail without forcing it into the wood the least bit.- This 
clearly defines the difference between a dynamic and a static 
stress. The hammer blows are dynamic stresses and the 
dead load of the man’s pressure is a static stress. 

The axle of a truck may be aptly compared to the rod 
on the table mentioned above. The wheel spindle portion 
of the axle compares with the overhanging portion of the 
rod, because there the lynamic stress is delivered or con- 
centrated. The rest of the axle compares with that portion 
of the rod resting on the table, because the axle is com- 
paratively free to move, being held down by flexible springs 
which yield readily to gradual pressure. 

Going at a moderate speed the truck wheel rises and falls, 
taking the whole axle with it, but at excessive speed the 
stresses may come so fast that there is no time for their 
distribution gradually along the axle and through the 
springs. The axle suffers a proportional reduction of its 
factor of safety and may eventually fail precisely as the rod 
in the experiment. ‘ 

From this we find the reason for the most destructive 
effect of excessive speed, namely, vibration. There is no 
question but that speed is responsible for vibration, which 
is one of the most serious agents of ruin to which a motor 
truck is subject. 

The answer would naturally be “drive slow.” But, busi- 
ness, commerce, and manufacture demand trucks that can 
travel. at reasonably high speeds; therefore we can’t always 
drive slow in order to escape vibration, but we can operate 
our trucks within speed and load limits set by the designer.

ten pounds above. Therefore, the elimination of all unnec- 
essary weight below the springs on high-speed trucks is 
one objective of design. 

Overloading is perhaps an even more common form of 
abuse than over speeding. It is hard to resist the tempta- 
tion to “put on a little more” and get the same returns that 
another is obtaining at a greater first cost in the way of 
greater capacity. The truck user should not be tempted 
even if the truck will carry it and does not groan or cry 
out and the power plant seems well able to move the over- 
load at the same speed as a capacity cargo. 
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As metals are subject to fatigue they can. be worn or 
damaged internally long before showing any signs of strain 
on the surface. So a truck may be badly overloaded, but 
as long as it travels at a reasonable rate of speed on a 
smooth pavement, no harm may result. But let it cross 
a railroad or two, drop into a few road ruts, back into a 
curb, or experience any of the many unforseen occurrences 
that throw excessive stresses on the axles, bearings, wheels, 
springs, etc., and internal strains will result. The original 
factor of safety of 10 may be progressively reduced to 7,

then 5, then 2, and finally nothing and breakage. As this 
method of failure may be due to only slight overloads, the 
truck owner may be hard to convince that no flaws existed 
in the material and that the failure dated from some time 
in the past when he disregarded, perhaps repeatedly, speed 
and capacity ratings of the manufacturer. 

The motor truck of today is not a speculation, but an 
investment. The time is past when trucks are sold with 
vague and extravagant promises and bought with mingled 
misgivings and hopes. With the increasing knowledge of 
the truck as an efficient carrier has come a better under- 
standing of its limitations as a piece of machinery. It is 
realized that a truck with proper care may last two, three, 
or even five times as long as one that is neglected or 
abused, overloaded, or overspeeded.

| Salpicrageeoiea aged sheathing and subflooring of consid- 
erable shorter average length and with joints at random 
may be substituted for standard length construction lumber 
with all joints on supports, without significant decrease 
of efficiency in the stiffness of the construction, distribution 
of concentrated loads, and alignment of joists, studs or 
rafters.

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Will Certify Brick Masonry 


: eon national trade-marking of masonry walls became 
a fact with the beginning of the new year. The Com- 
mon Brick Manufacturers’ Association of America called 
on its members throughout the country to adopt the use 
of a bronze brick, or tablet, as a means of certifying to 


the quality of the masonry, both materials and workmanship, | 


For the last two years the Cleveland Clay League, an 
association of local brick manufacturers, has been certifying 
the quality of brick walls in buildings of various types, 
mostly homes. In Cleveland, the certification has meant 
the use of common or face brick backed up with hollow 
tile, to insure the owner or prospective buyer of sound 
masonry construction. 

Many builders in Cleveland have turned to building noth- 
ing but masonry walls that meet the certification require-

ments, because the Clay League’s advertising has caused 
the public to begin to ask, “Is this a certified wall?” Real- 
tors are finding houses with certified masonry walls easier 
to sell and re-sell. The contractor takes pride in building 
a certified wall because it adds to his prestige. 

When the hollow bronze brick bearing the words “Cer- 
tified Masonry Walls” is set into a wall, as a corner 
stone or other conspicuous place, a certificate signed by 
the architect, mason contractor, and Clay League is turned 
over to the owner or builder. The Clay League justifies 
its signature by making a personal inspection of the work 
while in progress. 

With the co-operation of the U. S. Bureau of Standards 
and the American Society for Testing Materials, the Com- 
mon Brick Manufacturers’ Association has arranged for 
the testing of materials and workmanship throughout the 
country. Types of walls entitled to certification will include 
either solid brick or Ideal hollow walls; brick facing, with 
tile back-up; stone or terra cotta facing with brick back-up. 


The certification idea will be carried to other types of 
construction than houses, and, in carrying out the plan, 
the association will have the co-operation of its 400 manu- 
facturing members, located in practically every state in the 
Union, with its 17 district organizations, located in New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland,. Los 
Angeles, Boston, Pittsburgh, San Francisco, Seattle, Port- 
land, Denver, Salt Lake City, New Orleans, Hartford, 
Conn., Norfolk, Va., and Raleigh, N. C.
